The statement reads: 

“The allied attacks delivered early 
in the morning on a front of 9 miles 
north of the Ypres-Menin road have 
been continued during the day in the 
face of strong enemy resistance. 

“On the left, the French troops ad- 
vancing on both sides of the Zuyd- 
schoote-Dixmude road, drove the enemy 
from the tongue of’‘land between the 
Yser canal and Martjevaart and cap- 
tured the bridgehead of Dreigrachten. 

“In the center, the British troops 
rapidly captured their first objectives 
and, continuing their advance, carried 
the village of Langemarck, after heavy 
fighting. Then they forced their way 


beyond the village and_ established 
themselves in the German trench sys- 
tem which constituted their final ob- 
jective for the day. 

“On our right there has been fierce 
and continuous fighting since the early 
morning for the possession of the high 
ground north of the Menin road. The 
enemy disputed our advance with de- 
termined counter attacking with/ large 
forces. 

“Ag the result of the counter* at- 
tacks the enemy succeeded during the 
afternoon at great cost in pressing 
back our troops in this area from part 
of the ground won earlier in the day. 

“This evening further enemy counter 
attacks in this neighborhood were 
broken up Hy our artillery fire. The 
number of prisoners taken by the al- 
lies in the course of this attack cannot 
yet be ascertained, but over 1,800, in- 
cluding thirty-eight officers, already 
have been brought in. A few German 
guns also were captured. 

“Our troops made further progress 
this afternoon east of Loos. The num- 
ber of troops we captured on this 
front since the opening of our attack 


yesterday has now reached a total of 
896, including twenty-two officers.” 


ALLIES REPULSED, 
IS GERMAN CLAIM. 


Berlin, August 16.—(Via London.)— 
The combined British and French at- 
tack over a front of more than 18 miles 
in Flanders was shattered by the Teu- 
tons, according to the official com- 
munication issued this evening. Only 
local successes, on the Yser canal and 
in the vicinity of Langemarck, were ob- 
tained by the entente, who suffered 
heavy losses. 

The text of the communication fol- 
lows: 

“The enemy assault in Flanders, 
which extended over a front of thirty 
kilometers, has been shattered with 
heavy losses. The enemy has only been 
able to gain small local successes at 


near Langemarck, where fighting still 
is proceeding. 

“From St. Julien, northwest of Ypres, 
to as far as Warneton, on the Lys, the 
enemy everywhere was completely re- 
pulsed. 

“In Artois and near Verdun, intense 
artillery duels are in progress. 

“There is nothing of importance to 
report from the eastern front.”

GOVERNOR PROVES HIS METTLE 


Legislators generally, as well as lay citi- 
zens who have been closely observant of the 
trend of things about the capitol, are agreed 
that it was due only to the timely action of 
Governor Dorsey, and the manner of his ac- 
tion, that the state was spared the burden of 
an extra session of the general assembly. 

Up to within a few hours of the statutory 
limit of the session the assembly seemed 
hopelessly involved in the consideration of 
the appropriation bill, and with no apparent 
possibility of an agreement within the time 
limit. Had there been no agreement an 
extra session would have been inevitable, 
because the then existing appropriation 
schedule ceased to be effective with the ex- 
piration of the regular 1917 session; hence 
another session would have been absolutely 
necessary to provide funds to meet the re- 
quirements of government during the en- 


suing year. 

Governor Dorsey played the part of a 
silent, though keenly-observant, onlooker 
until all hope for agreement without exect- 
tive interference seemed to have gone glim- 
mering. Then he delivered his first appeal 
in behalf of the state, urging the people's 
representatives to get together while there 
was yet time in which to forestall the only 
expedient which would have been left to the 
governor had the general assembly failed 
to act. 

The effect of the message was instanta- 
neous. Not only did it command and hold 
the strictest attention of every member of 
the legislature, but enough of those who had 
doubted, or failed to realize, the seriousness 
of the situation, were convinced—and the 
problem was solved. 

From that moment on the attitude and 
the demeanor of legislators was changed. 
Governor Dorsey’s appeal had taken root. 

And there will be no extra session! 

' Thus, confronted by the first delicate sit- 
uation of his administration, Governor Dor- 
sey proved his mettle, demonstrated his fine 
executive ability, and vindicated his and his 
supporters’ pledges for a business-like, eco 
nomical administration. He met the issué 
like a man, and he met it in a way that 
brought results, and that brought harmony 
and order out of chaos. 


A BAR TO RECRUITING. 


Under existing regulations it is next to 
impossible for a married man to enlist in 


the United States army; yet the tendency is 
to make it more and moré difficult for mar- 
ried men of conscription age to escape se- 
lective service. 

In order for a married man to voluntarily 
enlist he first must arm himself with the 
‘permission of a company commander. Such 
permission can be gained only upon the mar- 
ried applicant’s furnishing certain requisite 
affidavits and other evidence to satisfy the 
commander of the would-be recruit’s ability 
and conscientious purpose to support his de- 
pendents during the term of enlistment. 

The recruiting officer has no discretion 
in the matter, such as he has in cases of 
unmarried applicants. In short, he can ic- 
cept single applicants, but has nothing with 
a married one save to discourage him with 
an explanation of the maze of red tape that 
stands between him and service. 

It is, therefore, practically impossible for 
a married man to enlist, because in only a 
few instances can the requisite permission 
be obtained, due largely to the fact that the 
married applicant does not know how to go 
about getting it, and often the company com- 
mander who must grant it is not where the 
applicant can reach him. 

Married men are accepted for service as 
cooks and bakers in the quartermaster’s 
corps, provided they give their pledge that 
their families will not become dependent 
upon the United States government for sup- 
port during the applicants’ terms of enlist- 
ment. 


Unquestionably, there are many young | 


| married men who will be compelled to serve | 
| in the new national army, who, had the op- | 


portunity been open to them, would long ago 
gladly have volunteered; and, more than 
that, there are many such men above the 
conscription age limit who would volunteer 


if they could, and who would make mighty 


good soldiers.

THE STATE AND SCHOOLS. 


The fact that house and senate were en- 
abled finally to settle their differences and 
adjourn without leaving the legislative af- 


fairs of Georgia in a condition demanding an 
extra session is a matter calling for general 
commendation and self-felicitation on the 
part of the taxpayers of the state. 

An extra session at this time would have 
involved a heavy expenditure of state reve- 
nue which the state treasury is not prepared 
to meet without injury; and it is gratifying 
that the members of the legislature placed 
state welfare and expediency above personal 
contentions, thus obviating such a contin- 
gency. 

Whether or not there was to be an extra 
session hinged upon agreement as to the 
appropriation bill. Such an agreement was 
reached at the last moment. 

By the terms of this agreement the in- 
crease in the appropriation for public school 
purposes, which amounted to $1,300,000, as 
fixed by the house, becomes, by the final 
action, an increase of half a million dollars 
over the amount appropriated last year. This 
is a far greater percentage of increase—and 
very properly so—than was allowed any 
other branch of the state government. 

Those legislators who fought for an in- 
crease of $1,300,000, even in face of the cer- 
tainty of running the state nearly two mil- 
lions in debt, did so upon the mistaken 
theory that by direct state appropriation the 
country schools could be brought to a rea- 
sonable standard of efficiency. 

In this they fooled themselves; and, what 
is worse by far, they fooled the people. 

The rock-bottom fact—the fact which the 
people of Georgia must understand if they 
expect ever to give the country boys and 
girls of Georgia a chance for education on 
an equality with the urban boys and girls, is 
that if every cent that is now being paid for 
administrative purposes, charities and educa- 
tion in any form, were discontinued, and 
every dollar that the state can raise by taxa- 
tion’ up to the constitutional limit were put 
into the public schools, our country schools 
would still be in a state of hopeless Ineffi- 
ciency as compared with the schools of the 
cities and towns which are sustained by local 
taxation! 

The matter resolves itself, then, simply 
into a question of whether the country boys 
and girls are to be condemned to a secondary 
position—whether the country boys and 
girls are to be denied the educational privi- 
leges accorded the urban bovs and girls—or 
whether they are going to be given the equal 
opportunities to which they are entitled. 

The remedy whereby they can be given 
their just recognition and) fair opportunities 
is plain. It lies through the policy of local 
county school taxation, a bill paving the way 
for which is pending before the general as- 
sembly. 

Unfortunately, this bill failed of enact- 
ment before this session—-it was strangled 
by the very men whose constituency were 
most directly interested in its enactment. 

Undoubtedly the excessive schools appro- 
priation increase was played against the 
local taxation amendment Dill, the object 
being either to kill or to table it. 

The Constitution is of the opinion that 
those men who prevented this bill’s enact- 
ment will yet see the error of their way.

Governor’s Influence Plays Big Part 


In Saving State From Extra Session’ 


No final summing up of the exciting scenes 
connected with the final session of the gen- 
eral assembly just concluded, at which an 
session was so narrowly 
averted, could be complete without due trib- 
ute paid to three Georgia statesmen. 

These three men were the youthful gov- 
ernor of the state, Hugh M. Dorsey; the 
president of the senate, Samuel L. Olive, and 
the speaker of the house, John N. Holder. 
Each of them labored harder, probably, than 
they ever did before in their lives Wednes- 
day night to bring about an agreement on 
the appropriations bill. 

Early in the afternoon so remote seemed 
the possibility of the two houses coming to- 
gether that the governor had actually pre- 
pared a proclamation summoning the two 
houses into extraordinary session Thursday 
morning. 

At the night session he determined to 
throw all of his personal influence into the 
breach and the houses were treated to the 
unfamiliar epectacle of a governor moving 
freely among the members of the floor and 
urging all to get together for the common 
welfare. 

While it was something new in their ex- 
perience, it was done in such a whole-souled 
democratic manner and with such unmis- 
takable earnestness that, regardless of their 
attitude on the questions at issue between 
the two houses, the members were greatly 
influenced by the governor’s position. 

It was the consensus of all that the gov-

Beazley, of Taliaferro, 
Made Spendid Record 
As Speaker Pro Tem. 


Among the representatives in the present 
house who distinguished themselves for close 
attention to business and never dodging an 
issue, none will rank higher than J. A. 
Beazley, of Taliaferro, speaker pro tem. and 
chairman of the committee ‘of the whole 
house during the consideration of the general 
appropriations bill. 

It was Beazley who saved the appropria- 
tion for the University of Georgia proper, 
when the vote was 65 to 65 and his prompt 
vote in the affirmative won the fight. This 
important on account of its 
having been the first university appropria- 
tion to be considered and the'victory of the 
university’s friends in this instance meant 
much easier sailing for the balance of 
appropriations. . 

There was another close vote on which 
some of Mr. Beazley’s friends thought he 
might haye had a deciding vote and some 
state papers went so far as to criticise him 
for not exercising it. This was the first 
vote on the increase in the common school 
fund from three to four millions, which was 
61 for to 60 against. Mr. Beazley had no 
power to change this result, however, as 
he had already exercised his right under 
the rules of the house of voting and had 
voted with the minority before the result 
was announced. 

Mr. Beazley most consistently opposed the 
stubborn effort to appropriate more funds 
than the state could pay, which he regarded 
not only as likely to be a great embarrass- 
ment to the governor and state house offi- 
cers, but almost a stultification of the legis- 
lature itself. 

As presiding officer, Mr. Beazley showed 
accurate judgment in deciding on questions 
presented to him and a high degree of abil- 
ity in the preservation of order.

AD VALOREM TAX RATE 
IS FIXED AT 5 MILLS 


The governor and comptroller general an- 
nounced Thursday that the ad valorem tax 
rate for 1917 has been fixed at the constitu- 
tional limit of 5 mills, which is to be divided 
as followa: 

Eleven one-hundredths of a 
sinking fund for the state's bonded debt, 
and the remainder for the maintenance of 
the state and its several institutions, includ- 
ing, of course, the common schools, to which 
this legislature made an increase of 
000 in appropriations, the total appropriation 
for this purpose reaching $3,200,000. 

The maximum tax rate, however, 
figured, will raise an amount of revenue 
some $998,000 short of the present deficit 
and the appropriations for the ensuing year.

NEW YORK PRO-GERMAN 
PAPERS SCORED BY ROOT 


Their Attitude Topic of Gossip 
in Washington for Some 
Time. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, August-16.—(Special.)— 
The declaration by Elihu Root in New 
York today in his address at the Union 
League club, that “there are newspa- 
pers published in New York every day, 
the editors of which deserve convic- 
tion and execution, and which sooner 
or later they will get,” has been the 
chief topic of gossip in official circles 
in Washington tonight. 

Mr. Root’s address was aimed at the 
pro-German press and the pro-German 
agitator and his remarks were received 
with enthusiasm by the throng present. 
In speaking of the pro-German agita- 
tors, the speaker said: 

“There are men walking about the 
streets of this city tonight who ought 
to be taken out at sunrise tomorrow 
and shot for treason. They are doing 
their work under false pretenses, they 
are pretending to be for the country 
and they are lying in every act and in 
every word.” 

Papers Are Known. 

Mr. Root, of course, called no namés, 
but it is universally known here that 
the papers to which he referred are 
members of a chain of newspapers over 
the country. Their attitude has fre- 
quently been the topic of gossip in 
Washington during the past severa! 
weeks, and the outspoken words of Mr. 
Root have been received as something 
which was sure to come sooner or later. 

Charles Edward Russell’s graphic ar- 
raignment of members of congress who 
have undertaken to have an expression 
of war aims made in the senate also 
created a profound sensation in the na- 
tional capital. Not before perhaps has 
so scathing a challenge been flung Jat 
these senators than Mr. Russell's state- 


ment: 

‘“Disloyal American that disgraces the 
congress of the United States! Traitor 
in disguise that has taken the oath iof 
allegiance and goes to the senate of 
the United States to do the dirty work 
of the kaiser! Oh, if I could have taken 
you by the throat and dragged you (to 
Petrograd and put you up there in the 
Field of Mars on a Sunday afternoon 


and let you gee the result of your work! 


For you would have seen those misefra- 
ble, fawning, slimy creatures that take 
the dirty money of Germany. 

“You would have seen them, disloyal 
senator, going from crowd to crowd 
and repeating your words of treason, 
quoting what you say in the senate of 
the United States when you introducé a 
resolution demanding that the allies 
state their peace terms.”

ATLANTA’S FIRST 1917 BALE 
BID IN AT 32 CENTS POUND 


Atlanta's first bale from the 1917 
cotton on the Atlanta market since 
Thursday in front of the Atlanta 
Commercial exchange, Secretary J. 
Hope Tignor acting as auctioneer. 


The bale weighed 508 pounds and 
brought $158, or 82 cents a pound. 
This is the highest price paid for 
cotton in the Atlanta market since 
the civil war. 

It was purchased by W. A. Gil- 
reath for the firm of C. H. Minge 
& Co. 

The first bale was received in At- 
lanta Wednesday by the Atlanta 
Warehouse company from W. H. 
Byrom, of Byromville, Ga. 

It came in by express. 


New York, August 16.—At times to- 
day the cotton market showed consid- 
erable firmness owing to more numer- 
ous crop complaints and bullish spot 
advices. Advances were followed by a 
very sharp break in the late trading, 
however, with December selling off 

25.23 to 24.60, and closing at 24.70. 
general list closed steady a net 
decline of 27 to 37 points. 

The market opened at a decline of 
3 to 7 points under overnight selling 
orders, but after some early irregulari- 
ty turned stronger on trade buying of 
October and covering. The demand ap- 
peared to develop a scarcity of Octo- 
ber contracts and covering was stimu- 
lated during the middle of the day by 
the detailed weather reports showing 
no rain in Texas, and more rain than 
considered desirable in eastern belt cir- 
cles. There were also reports of a 
good spot demand at a steady high ba- 
sis, with Liverpool and Japanese 
terests mentioned among the buyers in 
the southwest, while eastern belts 
markets reported a demand from do- 
mestic spinners. Stop loss orders were 
uncovered on the advance to 25.40 for 
October and 25.18 for January, or about 
18 to 25 points from-the lowest. 

Demand then became less active and 
the market was nervous and unsettled 
after the announcement that trading in 
sugar futures had been temporarily 


,Suspended at the request of the food 


administrator. 
The talk around the ring failed to 
trace any direct connection between

early buyers HNquidated and selling was 
pretty general late in the afternoon. 
October broke to 24.83, and January to 
24.60, making a net loss of 35 to 39 
points on the more active ositions, 
The close was a shade up from the 
lowest on covering.

NEW CORN APPEARS 
AND VALUES BREAK 


Chicago, August 16.—Announcement 
that a beginning has been made in the 
marketing of the 1917 growth of corn 
gave fresh impetus today to the down- 
ward swing of corn values. The close 
was heavy, 1% to 1%c net lower at 
$1.135% to $1.13% December and $1.10 % 
to $1.11 May. 

Wheat finished steady at $2 Septem- 
ber, the same as 24 hours before. Oats 
were off 1%@1% to 2%4¢c, and provi- 
sions unchanged to 10c higher. 

Enlarged selling was in evidence from 
the outset in the corn trade. At first 
the bears appeared to be actuated 
chiefly by the widespread consideration 
of peace news and by reports showing 
likelihood of a record-breaking corn 
yield. It was not, however, until word 
came of arrival of new corn at Fort 
Worth, Texas, that the market under- 
went a decided setback. Some experts 
ventured to express judgment that bar- 
ring unseasonably early frost the 1917 
crop, as a whole, was already made. It 
was said, in addition, that timely rains 
had helped pastures and late forage 
crops to a wonderful extent. 

For the first time since the recent 
series of price declines set in, wheat 
today went below $2 a bushel, Septem- 
ber delivery. The trade in the option 
continued apparently to be of an even- 
ing-up sort, although some of the sell- 
ing was ascribed to entente govern- 
ments. On the other hand, a- moderat2 
amount of export business seemed to 
be in progress by way of New Orleans. 

Big threshing returns from all direc- 
tions formed a weight on the oats 
market. 

New top record quotations in the 
hog market brought fresh strength to 
provisions. On the bulge, though, hold- 
ers evinced a plain disposition to -real- 
ize profits.

GENERAL DECLINE 
IN AGTIVE STOCKS 


New York, August 16.—For no appar- 
ent reason other than those involved 
in the new peace negotiations and the 
many domestic problems arising from 
the war, today’s stock market devel- 
oped heavy tendencies, depreciation of 
quoted values being aided by pressure 
from professional traders.

The Potato Comes Back 


Huge Crop of Tubers’§ Restores 
American Dict to Its Old Basis. 


Wshington, August 16.—(Special.) 
The huge potato crop which the fed- 
eral forecast indicates will be pro- 
duced in the United States this year 
means that this important food sta- 
ple will be cheaper, and makes it 
possible, says the United States de- 
partment of agriculture, for Ameri- 
can families that had to cut down 
on potato consumption because 0! 
high prices to restore the tuber to 
a prominent place on their bill of 
fare. 

The department forecast, based on 
reliable estimates from all parts of 
the country, places the total potato 
yield at more than 467,000,000 bush- 
els, as compared with 285,000,000 in 
1016 and 360,000,000 in 1915. Pota- 
toes of the current season are al- 
ready in the market in large quan- 
tities, and, since the early harvested 
tubers cannot be kept easily, should 
be eaten more abundantly now if 
spoilage is to be avoided. 

Next to the breadstuffs, potatoes 
are the most important food crop of 
the western nations.
